I want you to know, as I have stated before, that if you 
don't feel like answering your mail on time it is well under- 
stood. There is nothing which is a worse nuisance than taking 
a continual drubbing from the dentist. 

I very much appreciate seeing the two Connecticut cents - 
32(1)X3, and find that they are a different die from 1788 
16(6). I had suspected they might be the same and had to check 
that point out. The third Connecticut cent which you forwarded 
to me with the very heavy die break is: 33(28)Z16. I am re- 
turning these three coins herewith. 

With respect to the Bolen colonials, I am interested in deter- 
mining how certain errors were made by informants of Crosby 
and for that reason presume that it would be best to see those 
in all metals. There certainly could not be too many of them. 

I would not be interested in any of the political medals of 
Bolen or his other types of tokens. 

As to the stamp envelopes of the Civil War period, I was anx- 
ious to give some sort of article to Wayte Raymond as he has 
been begging me for additional articles and I thought it might 
be easy to publish a list of the known issuers and some history 
concerning these. If you have a pamphlet already written on 
the subject he might wish to republish it .

We just heM the fifth annual book fair and raised $7800.00 for 
charity in so doing. We had a rather cute sign which reads 
"Louisiana Purchase 150th Anniversary Book Fair Fifth Anniversary". 

I bought some pieces of paper money from the New Netherlands Coin 
Company which I had never heard of oefore and wondered if you 
had them. They are a state of South Carolina $10 note, March 
2, 1872, completely type set like the common $5 note but not 
in the common engraved type. X also picked up a set of notes 
of the Vermont Glass Company — two different ones — a $2 and 
a $3. If any of these would be of interest to you please let 
me know and they will be forthcoming. 

I had a deterioration in my Florida Civil War period State Bank 
Note collection and all of my 1862 and 1863 black and white notes 
became powder. I don't know what I can do to replace them. For- 
tunately, X noticed it before the red and black notes were 
affected. I went through every one of my paper money volumes 
and pulled out every acetate envelope which had the slightest 
yellow color. Apparently the early acetate envelopes which Green 
ordered were not too stable and the latter ones were much im- 
proved. Apparently, if pressure is put upon the earlier ones 
or certain chemicals spilled on them the chain reaction starts. 

Tou told me you had similar problems. I still am going to keep 
my paper money in acetate envelopes as this accident might have 
occurred because this book was jammed in by our cleaning woman.

I am enclosing, for your file, the warrant for the issuance 
of the Virginia halfpence which is as fascinating a document 
as I have seen in a long time. I was considering letting Wayte 
Raymond publish it along with the other legal data known about 
the Virginia coinage and would like your opinion as to whether 
it should be published in the Numismatist instead. I was able 
to obtain this copy from England end, so far as I can tell, its 
provisions have never been published. CharleB Tatman, in his 
"Virginia Coinage" mentions this warrant. The fascinating part 
is that the work was done in the Tower and John Norton was acting 
on behalf of the Virginia colony, he having moved from Virginia 
to England prior to this time. 

Iran across an interesting item for you which I am enclosing, 
namely, a piece of scrip used as money by the 11th Regiment of 
Iowa Volunteers. The Sutler handled the outfit's money and when 
pay was not forthcoming, issued these notes against the pay 
due a soldier, endorsed the notes for circulation, so that they 
could be redeemed at will. The pay rarSly caught up with the 
Western Union Armies. 

I very much appreciated the two Bolen pieces and, as you indicate, 
they have become popular. Johnston and Kosoff used to give me 
these fakes and it is hard to realise that they should have any 
further status. In the A.N.S. sale thiB month, lot No. 68 indi- 
cates how ignorant people are of this type of fake as the Idler 
copy of a Washington President I, in silver, is listed as genuine 
and, shockingly enough, illustrated. 

I have never collected Washington memorial medals and am enclos- 
ing the only 3 I have "He is in Olory - the World in Tears", 

and two bronae medals by Wyon. One is dated 1796 and may not be 
your type. The other indicates Washington's death. You, of course, 
are welcome to theae if you can uae them.

If it were only a minor variety it would not mean much to me 
but it is the only specimen of Pine Tree coinage where there 
is the misspelling "Masasthusets" . 

I have no opportunity to acquire all of the die varieties of 
Massachusetts silver unless the Clarke collection could be 
acquired and I would like to know from you whether you or at 
all interested in it. If you are I will not show any interest 
in it without your approval as I would not wish to try to 
acquire it if you had an interest in doing so and I certainly 
would not want to let it be known that both of us were interested 
in acquiring it. I assume that you have an interest in getting 
it. I do have a number of die varieties of the Massachusetts 
coinage, including all of those you list, but it would certainly 
be a dream to get the Vurtsbach group as enlarged by Clarke. 

I am sure you will understand my present desire to keep the 6K 
and, frankly, I feel pretty terrible about not complying with 
your every wish. It just happens to be a main cog in my col- 
lection. I am determined, however, to find the other one be- 
ginning right now. 

I am returning the pamphlet on the postage currency which you 
were kind enough to lend me. 

I went down to Fort Sill, Oklahoma, to visit my brother-in-law 
and it was 109°. There was no air conditioning and we had to 
attend an artillery demonstration just to mktke it hotter. My 
son, who came along, wanted to see the buffalo which were roam- 
ing in the hills and we drove for 100 miles, in that heat, through 
dusty roads, trying to find some buffalo.

Whatever bid you put in is the 
bid you buy it at even though it states that you will be bid- 
ding against other bidders. I called him up on the 'phone and 
told him that I would buy at my prices if he really was going 
to sell the material} if he wasn't going to sell it to with- 
draw my bids. It was quite a novel conversation with the Dean 
of the Dealers. No holds are barred, these days. 

I have also located, in another collection, a Virginia piece 
which you do not have. I assume it is all right with you if 
I exchange your duplicate die varieties from your group for 
varieties you do not have.

The reason you have not heard from me for over two weeks Is 
because I have run into a fantastic group of new material in 
the Archives of Colonial Williamsburg. It Involves the Virginia 
halfpence as well as the Virginia p aper money. I am enclosing 
an excerpt with respect to the James River Bank and the use 
of that paper for the regular issue of Virginia notes. Tou 
may have been wondering why the parenthesis were added to many 
of the James River bank notes and it is now completely explained 
by the letter from Mr. Nicholas, I would now like to see all 
of your James River bank notes as I am wondering if the James 
River Bank ever issued any notes of its own or whether Virginia 
took over all of the paper and used it for its own paper money 
because of the delays in getting proper paper which could not 
be readily counterfeited. 

I would like you to look at your sheet of blue notes dated 
May 10, 1775 and let me know what denominations are in that 
sheet and whether you have any additional denominations of that 
date in blue notes other than those on that sheet. 

I spent Sunday repairing some of your Massachusetts notes.I an 
very pleased with the results of the January 15, 171*1 note which 
was in 6 separate pieces and which you will note I put together 
without any backing. I impregnated it with a small amount of 
liquid plastlo so that it will stay in good shape. Unfortunately, 
this produces a slight degree of stiffness which I cannot avoid. 

I am returning this note as well as the Manufactory bill and 
the 5 shilling piece of 1713-171*0. The latter, unfortunately, 
was impregnated with animal glue many years age to stiffen it 
and I could not do too much with it except remove all its back- 
ing and etc. If you like my work please feel free to send me 
any other items which you would like repaired or impregnated.

There was a big masked bell at our Art Museum and Evelyn wanted 
something numismatic to wear so she deoided on "Three Coins in 
a Fountain". Not only did she win the Grand Prize, but I had 
to haul home a massive piece of marble sculpture which was the 
prize. It was a modernistic owl. I will enclose a clipping if 
she isn't too modest. Coins seem to cause a stir wherever they

This may be a bit boring but I want to explain what I have done 
with the Virginia coppers. There were in your holders, 15 Virginia 
coppers. I found your B6 and B 15 to be identical varieties to 
B-U, therefore B-6 and B -15 are returned in envelopes marked 
"duplicates". You originally sent 21 more Virginia and later 
sent one more making a total of 37 coppers. I have found a total 
of 20 varieties for you and as I explained, I traded a couple 
of your duplicates to add varieties to your group. I have marked 
in red on the holders and on your envelopes my classification 
basis. In your duplicates I was able to find 7 varieties I did 
not have and you were kind enough to suggest that I add them to 
my collection even though I never collected varieties heretofore. 

I am returning 10 duplicates, accounting for the total of 37 
coppers sent me. The empty envelopes for those coins put in 
the holders are also returned. I did not use new holders because 
I felt you might have some notes on the old holders which you 
wish to keep or use for cheeking. 

Tou sent a l/2lt real originally and one later, both of which 
are returned and classified.

issue and laboriously wrote in most of the note. The reason 
this was done was because the 1769 and 1771 issues were counter- 
feited and all of those notes were to be taken out of circulation. 
The Scott catalogue indicates that there are no 1769 or 1771 
notes known and I presume that you have some, I also find further 
complleatidhs with respect to the paper in the other large size 
paper issues from 1773 through 1775. Would it be possible 
for you, therefore, to send me the rest of your Virginia items 
betwoen 1769 and 1775? The Virginia Treasurer seems to have 
been in complete confusion during thi3 period because no one 
would lend the colony any money. Mo one had respect for the 
notes issued by the colony and the House of Burge oses placed 
on him the duty of financing their difficulties.- If you could 
do this, I would be most appreciative.

I have been very busy working out leases on more and more 
shopping centers.

I have a firm who will 
permit the use of their heat sealing equipment and I'll 
get the acetate cut up by a printer into proper sizes. Of 
course I an going to remount all my banknotes and other 
paper money just as you seem to have done.

I sent a book on Greek coins to a fellow 
in Yugoslavia whom I met when we were there and he told me 
that since they required foreign exchange to buy they wouldn't 
give him permission. I have a thank you letter from him 
that is so appreciative and so pitiful. He pleads with me 
to write him and tell him about America,

convenient. You had so much enjoyment from Brasher the First.
